COUNCIL  OF  RINGWOOD  AND  FORDINGBRIDGE 

I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  twenty-third  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  comprises  a  strip 
of  territory  some  six  to  nine  miles  wide  and  sixteen  miles  long  along  the 
south  western  border  of  Hampshire.  It  includes  the  valley  of  the  Avon 
throughout  its  whole  course  in  Hampshire  until  it  reaches  the  coastal  town 
of  Christchurch.  The  terrain  varies  from  the  typical  chalk  downs  of  the 

north  to  the  fertile  river  valley  with  forest  and  open  heathland  on  either 
side. 

The  District  is  divided  into  sixteen  parishes  and  has  a  total  area  of 
90,145  acres,  about  140  square  miles.  There  is  a  steadily  rising  popu¬ 
lation  as  a  result  of  immigration.  The  birth  rate  is  consistently  below 
and  the  death  rate  above  the  national  average. 

Dairy  farming  remains  the  principal  industry  but  there  is  also  a  famous 
aircraft  factory,  a  foundry  connected  with  the  motor  car  industry,  vast 
gravel  workings  and  a  considerable  amount  of  light  industry  in  the  urban 
areas.

LUNG  CANCER: 

34  deaths  resulted  from  lung  cancer  during  the  year,  by  far  the  largest 
total  recorded  in  this  District  in  any  one  year.  18  of  the  deaths  were 
in  persons  under  the  age  of  65.  195  local  inhabitants  have  now  died  from 

this  disease  in  the  past  10  years. 

The  national  death  rate  continues  its  progressive  rise.  29,763  deaths 
occurred,  an  increase  of  937  over  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from 
cigarette  smoking  as  the  result  of  lung  cancer,  heart  disease  and  bronchitis 
have  now  reached  well  over  1,000  a  week,,  and  continue  to  increase  year 
by  year.  Sir  George  Godber,  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security,  speaking  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Health 
Congress  in  April  1970  said:  “At  least  one  seventh  of  all  the  deaths  in 
Britain  last  year  occurred  before  they  need  because  of  cigarette  smoking.” 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA: 
1 .  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  area  is  served  by  two  constituent  laboratories  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service.  One  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  J.  G.  King 
and  is.  now  established  in  new  premises  at  Poole  General  Hospital.  The 
other  is  at  Odstock  Hospital,  Salisbury  and  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
P.  J.  Wormald.  Both  Directors  are  available  as  consultants  in  field  work.

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention,  and  after-care  of  this 
infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the 
County  Council.  Cases  south  of  Fordingbridge  come  under  the  care  of 
the  Chest  Physician  at  Christchurch,  and  those  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  area  under  the  Chest  Physician  at  Salisbury.  Chest  Physicians  hold 
joint  appointments,  and  Health  Visitors  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council.

5.  School  Health  Services 

School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Clinic,  Christ¬ 
church,  and  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 


6.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  Vaccination  against  Smallpox: 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  Family  Doctors  and  at  Child  Health  Clinics 
and  Schools.  Until  September  1969  all  the  records  were  maintained  by 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
but  since  that  time  the  programming  and  recording  of  the  immunisation 
of  children  bom  since  1st  July,  1967  has  progressively  been  transferred  to 
the  County  computer.  At  the  appropriate  time  the  computer  selects 
children  due  for  each  stage  of  immunisation,  prints  an  appointment  post 
card  for  each  mother  and  prepares  a  nominal  list  for  the  family  doctor  or 
child  health  clinic  depending  on  the  mother’s  preference,  previously  as¬ 
certained  by  a  health  visitor.  It  is  considered  that  the  specific  invitation 
for  each  child,  together  with  repeated  invitations  which  follow  missed 
appointments,  will  maintain  a  good  level  of  immunisation.

7.  Measles  Vaccination 

A  continued  good  response  to  measles  vaccination  was  obtained  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  but  in  March  the  vaccine  provided  by  one  of  the 
British  manufacturers  was  withdrawn  owing  to  severe  reactions  caused  in 
some  children.  There  followed  a  chronic  shortage  of  vaccine  which  per¬ 
sisted  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  It  had  seemed  possible  that  a 
vigorous  national  measles  vaccination  programme  might  have  resulted  in 
the  virtual  abolition  of  measles  but  this  worthy  aim  is  deferred.  It  will 
take  a  little  time  to  re-establish  public  confidence  at  the  old  level. 

None  the  less,  the  vaccinations  carried  out  in  1968  and  continued  in 
the  early  part  of  1969  resulted  in  a  dramatic  fall  in  the  local  incidence  of 
Measles,  only  two  cases  being  notified  throughout  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the  Borough 
of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River  Avon.  In 
1957  the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from  deep  boreholes 
in  the  chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies  most  of  this  District. 
The  borehole  water  is  subjected  to  marginal  chlorination  and  is  treated 
to  remove  excess  dissolved  carbon  dioxide  and  iron. 

Raw  and  treated  waters  from  the  Hale  bores  are  examined  twice  a  week 
at  the  Company’s  own  water  testing  laboratory  which  is  in  charge  of  a 
qualified  chemist  and  bacteriologist.  In  addition,  periodic  samples  are 
sent  to  an  outside  laboratory. 

During  the  year  26  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources  of  supply 
other  than  the  mains;  12  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a  reaction  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in 
character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents 
in  solution  are  not  considered  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  stan¬ 
dard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  is  considered  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

The  final  stage  of  the  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  scheme  which  com¬ 
menced  in  September  1968,  was  largely  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Sandleheath  scheme  and  the  extensions  to  the  Fordingbridge  Sew¬ 
age  Works  commenced  in  December  1968  and  made  good  progress 
throughout  1969.  Completion  is  expected  in  mid  1970. 

The  Burley  Scheme  which  it  had  been  hoped  would  commence  in  1969, 
was  delayed  by  the  Ministry  but  eventually  commenced  in  May  1970. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES: 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is  supervised  by 
officers  of  this  Council. 

There  is  no  pasteurising  plant  within  the  District.

Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS: 

The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  following  report 
on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  S. 
Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer: — 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1970,  65  samples  were  procured 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of  the  Ringwood 
and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  Council. 

Milk  Samples 

51  samples  of  milk  including  six  of  “Channel  Islands”  were  obtained 
and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

14  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  one  being  the 
subject  of  an  adverse  report.  This  concerned  a  bread  roll  which  was 
sent  for  analysis  following  a  consumer  complaint.  The  roll  showed  signs 
of  dark  coloured  particles  which  were  found  to  consist  of  dirty  dough  with 
traces  of  iron.  The  contamination  was  relatively  slight  and  did  not  call 
for  serious  action  but  the  attention  of  the  baker  responsible  was  drawn  to 
the  matter  with  a  view  to  avoiding  any  repetition. 

General 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act.  No  discrepancies  of  consequence  occurred. 

FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES: 

The  systematic  survey  of  food  premises  continues.  16  were  inspected 
for  the  first  time  and  there  were  94  re-inspections.  The  general  standard 
remains  satisfactory. 

HOUSING: 

Only  18  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses. 

There  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  private  houses  con¬ 
structed. 

The  survey  of  unfit  houses  continues;  70  houses  were  inspected,  7  unfit 
houses  were  demolished  and  53  were  made  fit  by  formal  or  informal  action.

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PROBLEM  FAMILIES  MEETINGS: 

Two  meetings  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  were  held.  There  has 
been  a  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  families  under  consideration. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  —  SECTION  47: 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section. 

HURN  AIRPORT: 

The  Airport  was  purchased  by  Bournemouth  and  Dorset  and  came 
under  the  control  of  these  authorities  in  April  1969.  The  immediate 
effect  was  an  increase  in  the  time  during  which  the  airport  is  open  for 
the  receipt  of  traffic.  It  is  now  open  seven  days  a  week  from  8  a.m.  to 
9.30  p.m.  As  a  result  passenger  services  have  increased,  principally 
charter  and  private  executive  flights.  There  remains  only  one  scheduled 
service.  In  the  first  year  of  operation  under  the  new  authority  passenger 
traffic  increased  to  62,608.  ® 

The  Airport  continues  in  use  for  flight  testing  and  flying  training.  The 

Air  Traffic  Control  School,  administered  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  remains 
in  operation. 

Dr.  Cauchi  and  myself  remain  on  call  for  emergency  port  health  duties 
but  were  not  required  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS: 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open  air  pool  at 
Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Parish  Council  and  which  was  fully  described 
in  the  1959  report.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  mains  and  is  continuous¬ 
ly  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

18  samples  from  the  pool  were  subjected  to  laboratory  examination  with 
satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion. 

GENERAL  REMARKS : 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
Notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  As 
the  result  of  Measles  Vaccination  in  1968  and  early  1969  the  disease  was 
temporarily  almost  eliminated. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by  330  to  30,750. 

The  birth  rate  fell  and  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  District. 
44  fewer  births  occurred  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  substantially. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  by  67  to  562  producing  the  highest 
death  rate  since  1957.  Deaths  exceeded  births  by  194.  56%  0f  deaths 

were  inhabitants  over  the  age  of  75.  A  record  number  of  deaths,  both 
male  and  female,  resulted  from  lung  cancer. 

Steady  progress  was  made  with  slum  clearance. 

Continued  progress  was  made  with  Sewerage  Schemes  throughout  the 
District. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  colleagues  in  other 
departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and  in  particular  Mr.  Upstone 
and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co-operation.

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance 

70  houses  were  inspected  and  reports  made  to  the  Housing  Committee 
in  respect  of  18  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of 
being  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense.  7  dwellings  were  demolished  and 
9  made  fit,  and  a  further  44  made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  drew  attention  to  the 
powers  covering  improvement  repairs,  area  improvement,  control  of  mul¬ 
tiple  occupation,  compensation  and  maintenance  payments  now  available 
to  local  authorities  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  which  they  considered 
should  effectively  prevent  the  formation  of  new  areas  of  unfit  housing,  and 
called  for  information  regarding  the  Council  programme  for  dealing,  in 
the  next  four  years,  with  the  remaining  unfit  houses  in  the  District;  I 
estimate  that  there  are  no  likely  clearance  areas  but  that  some  102  unfit 
dwellings  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with  by  Demolition  or  Closing  Order 
procedure,  the  programme  to  be  25  in  each  of  the  years  1970  to  1972  and 
27  in  1973. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  number  of  dwellings  dealt  with  by 
demolition,  closing  and  repair  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts 
since  the  Slum  Clearance  Campaign  commenced  in  1956: —

No  Statutory  action  was  taken. 

Two  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

Improvements  and  Conversions 

The  Housing  Act,  1969,  which  came  into  force  during  August,  radically 
amended  the  Grants  schemes,  raising  maximum  amounts  from  £155  to 
£200  for  Standard  and  from  £400  to  £1,000  for  Improvement  (Discretion¬ 
ary)  Grants;  repairs  required  in  Improvement  Grant  proposals  may  now 
be  grant-aided  in  certain  cases.  Maximum  rents  of  Grant-improved 
dwellings  are  now  determined  under  the  Rent  Act,  1968,  by  Rent  Officers, 
to  whom  a  qualification  certificate  relating  to  the  state  of  a  dwelling  is 
supplied  by  the  Council.  A  condition  may  now  be  made  that  Grant 
works  must  be  completed  within  such  period  as  the  Council  may  decide, 
such  as  twelve  months,  and  Improvement  Grants  may  be  paid  in  instal¬ 
ments. 

It  was  agreed  to  re-commence  making  Improvement  Grants  (suspended 
in  January,  1965,  as  a  result  of  the  then  financial  situation)  to  a  ceiling 
of  £10,000,  when  the  situation  would  be  reviewed;  7  enquiries  were  re¬ 
ceived.  Since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in  1951,  226  applications  have 
been  approved  for  279  units  of  accommodation.  At  the  31st  December, 
1969,  the  total  amount  paid  in  Improvement  Grants,  allowing  for  Grants 
withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to  £79,478,  the  total  amount  approved  by 
the  Council  being  £82,987. 

Eighteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

40  preliminary  enquiries  were  received  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants; 
31  applications  were  approved,  the  total  possible  maximum  Grant  involved 
being  £6,249.  Two  requests  that  the  Council  fix  a  rent  in  excess  of  the 
limit  imposed  by  Section  20  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  were  agreed.  409 
Standard  Grants  have  been  approved  since  the  introduction  of  the  Scheme 
in  June,  1959.  At  the  31st  December,  1969,  the  total  amount  paid, 
allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to  £43,009,  the  total 
amount  approved  being  £65,790. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  seven  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

Applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  in  12  instances  where  Plan¬ 
ning  permission  had  been  refused. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  authorised  in  one  instance  but  not  proceeded 
with  when  a  temporary  Planning  permission  was  obtained;  a  case  deferred 
for  twelve  months  in  1968  was  deferred  for  a  further  similar  period, 
owing  to  the  personal  circumstances  of  the  occupant. 

There  are  8  sites  in  the  District,  each  limited  to  a  maximum  of  5 
caravans  at  any  one  time,  which  are  covered  by  Certificates  given  to 
Exempted  Organisations;  these  Certificates  are  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  certain  organisations,  e.g.  The  Caravan 
Club,  The  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Guides’  Associations,  The  Motor  Cara¬ 
vanners  Club  etc.,  where  he  is  satisfied  that  their  objects  include  the 
encouragement  or  promotion  of  recreational  activities.  Under  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  the  Council  is  unable  to  impose  any  conditions  on  the  site 
operator,  as  would  be  possible  if  a  licence  were  issued. 

The  Council’s  own  Caravan  Site  at  North  Poulner  Road,  Ringwood, 
opened  in  April,  1966,  has  standings  for  96  residential  and  2  itinerant 
caravans. 

5  families  are  accommodated  at  The  Gravel  Pit,  Godshill,  a  site  leased 
in  1962  by  the  Council  and  reserved  for  the  use  of  gypsies,  travellers  and 
the  like. 

The  Forestry  Commission  caravanning  and  camping  site  at  Holmsley 
Airfield  has  accommodation  for  a  population  of  2,000  (500  caravans  and 
250  tents). 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  five  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 

2  licences  to  use  moveable  dwellings  on  sites  with  Planning  permission 
or  existing  use  rights  were  renewed,  and  will  expire  on  the  31st  December, 
1970. 

There  are  6  sites  in  the  District  licensed  for  camping  with  tents,  with 
a  total  of  400  tents.  Sites  cannot  be  controlled  under  this  Section  if  used 
for  less  than  42  consecutive  days  or  less  than  60  days  in  any  one  year. 

Fourteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

REHABILITATION  CENTRE 

No  further  families  from  the  County  Council  Centre  at  Thorneyhill 
were  housed  during  the  year;  since  August,  1964,  when  the  Centre  was 
opened,  the  Council  has  housed  3  families  at  Brick  Lane  and  Whitelands, 
Thorneyhill.  It  was  agreed  to  give  priority  to  the  housing  of  3  further 
families,  one  at  Burley  and  2  at  Burton,  and  that  the  remaining  families 
should  be  housed  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

GYPSY  CAMPS 

Efforts  to  move  the  2  remaining  families  from  the  site  at  Millersford 
Bottom,  Woodgreen,  continued;  the  County  Council  is  purchasing  the  site 
compulsorily  but  will  not  complete  until  it  is  vacated.  It  was  agreed 
that  one  family  could  be  accommodated  at  The  Gravel  Pit,  Godshill,  but 
the  family  refused  to  move  either  there  or  to  the  Rehabilitation  Centre. 

Since  1949  the  Council  has  housed  a  total  of  62  families  of  gypsies  or 
those  with  gypsy  backgrounds. 

Fifteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

Licensees  are  permitted  to  slaughter 
horses,  asses  and  mules  within  this  local  authority’s  District  only,  and 
swine,  cattle,  sheep  and  goats  in  any  District.

The  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1969 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November.  It  is  now  an 
offence  for  unfit  butchers’  meat  and  knacker  meat  to  be  sold  unless  it  has 
first  been  sterilised;  this  also  applies  to  imported  meat  not  intended  for 
human  consumption.  The  effect  of  the  Regulations  is  that  such  meat  is 
no  longer  available  raw  as  pet  food. 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  this  District,  and  only  one  knacker’s  yard, 
where,  however,  large  numbers  of  animals  are  dealt  with. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

10  complaints  were  investigated  with  a  view  to  prosecution  under  Sec¬ 
tion  2  or  113  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  After  careful  consider¬ 
ation  the  Council  decided  that  letters  couched  in  warning  tones  should  be 
sent  concerning  the  following: — 

5  instances  of  bakery  products  affected  with  mould; 

Cheddar  cheese  containing  dead  fly; 

Over-ripe  strawberries;  and 

Tin  of  garden  peas  containing  caterpillar; 

but  that  proceedings  should  be  instituted  in  respect  of  apple  turnovers 
containing  mould,  where  this  was  the  third  successive  complaint  against 
the  retailer  within  a  period  of  six  months.  This  prosecution  was  success¬ 
ful  and  resulted  in  the  defendant  being  fined. 

Food  Hygiene 

16  premises  were  initially  inspected  and  94  premises  re-inspected  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  36  informal  Notices  were  served,  of 
which  11  were  complied  with;  41  outstanding  Notices  were  complied  with. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  authorised  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960;  a  prosecution  commenced  late  in  1968  against  a  stall¬ 
holder  in  Ringwood  Market  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and 
Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966,  was  successful,  and  the  defendant 
fined. 

4  applications  for  registration  of  premises  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream  were  approved.

The  Liaison  Committee  on  Pest  Control  meets  at  six-monthly  intervals 
to  discuss  rodent  control  problems  and  pests  generally.  Agenda  items 
have  included  the  collared  dove,  the  safe  use  of  pesticides,  foxes  breeding 
in  churchyards,  the  use  of  narcotics  against  wood  pigeons  and  warfarin 
resistance  in  mice.  The  area  covered  by  the  Committee  consists  of  the 
District  of  Bournemouth  County  Borough,  the  Boroughs  of  Christchurch 
and  Lymington,  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  the  New  Forest  and  Ringwood 
and  Fordingbridge. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963

Under 
this  Act  the  Police  Authority  successfully  prosecuted  2  offenders  for 
abandoning  litter  or  motor  vehicles.

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'  SEWERAGE 

A  V.H.F.  radiotelephone  sewage  pumping  station  High  Level  Warning 
System  is  in  process  of  installation.  There  will  be  radio  communication 
between  10  pumping  stations  and  4  vehicles  via  a  central  control  at  the 
Public  Offices,  with  night  monitor  receivers  in  the  homes  of  two  officers; 
other  pumping  stations,  as  and  when  built,  can  be  connected  to  the  Warn¬ 
ing  System. 

Ringwood 

During  the  year  258  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December  of  2,882,  including  596  Council  houses. 

Sewers  laid  by  private  developers  at  Hightown  Gardens,  serving  133 
dwellings,  were  satisfactorily  completed  and  taken  over  as  public  sewers. 

The  recorded  flow  of  sewage  passing  through  the  Works  during  the  year 
was  165,758,000  gallons,  the  highest  daily  flow  of  1,287,000  gallons  being 
recorded  on  the  11th  January  and  the  lowest,  310,000  gallons,  on  the  20th 
April.  All  samples  of  effluent  examined  were  satisfactory. 

A  revised  estimate  of  £22,107,  as  against  the  previous  figure  of  £18,500, 
was  received  from  the  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  installation  of  sludge 
digestion  heating  units  at  the  Disposal  Works;  this  was  agreed  by  the 
Council  and  an  application  for  formal  approval  made  to  the  Ministry. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  plant  will  be  manufactured  and  ready  for  instal¬ 
lation  early  in  1970.  In  the  meantime,  to  avoid  giving  cause  for  com¬ 
plaint  to  neighbouring  residents,  undigested  sludge  is  carted  away  from 
the  Works  daily  by  the  Cleansing  Service. 

Fordingbridge 

During  the  year  92  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December  of  988,  including  255  Council  houses. 

2  lengths  of  sewer  laid  by  private  developers  and  serving  10  dwellings 
were  satisfactorily  completed  and  taken  over  as  public  sewers. 

57,427,000  gallons  of  sewage,  including  re-circulation,  were  dealt  with 
at  the  Disposal  Works  during  the  year.  Highest  daily  flow,  301,000 
gallons,  was  recorded  on  the  18th  January,  and  the  lowest,  110,000  gallons, 
on  the  7th  and  30th  September,  the  12th  October  and  the  2nd  November. 
All  samples  of  effluent  taken  by  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority 
were  satisfactory. 

Work  on  the  Sandleheath  Scheme  and  alterations  and  additions  to  the 
Fordingbridge  Disposal  Works,  for  which  a  tender  of  £81,417.6s.lld.  was 
accepted,  commenced  late  in  1968  and  good  progress  has  been  made,  the 
first  lengths  of  sewer  becoming  available  for  use  in  May;  the  contract 
period  ends  in  May,  1970. 

Burton  and  Winkton 

During  the  year  148  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December  of  641,  including  163  Council  houses. 

Brans  gore  and  Thorneyhill 

During  the  year  92  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December  of  530,  including  114  Council  houses. 
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St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives 

Stage  IIB  of  the  Scheme,  being  those  sewers  with  associated  pumping 
stations  draining  west  to  the  Works  of  the  Wimborne  and  Cranbome 
Rural  District  Council  on  the  Moors  River,  for  which  a  tender  of 
£174, 958. 7s. lid.  was  accepted,  and  which  commenced  in  September, 
1968,  was  substantially  completed.  The  only  unsewered  area  now  remain¬ 
ing  from  the  originally  agreed  Scheme  is  the  Avon  Castle  section,  which 
includes  Ashley  and  the  St.  Ives  Wood  Estate. 

302  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewers  during  the  year,  making  a 
total  of  669,  including  33  Council  houses. 

Burley 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  requested  that  this 
Scheme  be  deferred  because  of  the  continuing  need  to  restrict  capital 
expenditure,  but  it  was  considered  that  the  work  was  urgently  necessary 
and,  as  a  result  of  a  deputation  waiting  upon  the  Ministry,  approval  was 
given  to  part  of  the  Scheme,  to  include  the  village  of  Burley  and  the 
Moorhill  area,  together  with  an  intimation  that  it  was  hoped  that  at 
the  expiration  of  the  contract  period,  expected  to  be  eighteen  months,  it 
would  be  possible  for  approval  to  be  given  for  the  second  stage.  The 
Consulting  Engineers  prepared  a  revised  Scheme  for  Ministry  approval, 
and  anticipated  that  tenders  would  be  considered  in  March,  1970,  the 
work  to  commence  in  April. 

Exhausting  of  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks 

During  1969  occupiers  of  1,495  premises  took  advantage  of  this  scheme, 
whereby  the  Council  bears  half  the  cost  of  exhausting  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  of  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  where  sewers  are  not  avail¬ 
able,  at  a  cost  to  the  Council  of  £6, 872. 12s. lid.,  not  including  admini¬ 
strative  expenses.  This  compares  with  1834  premises  and  £9,502. 13s. 3d. 
in  1968  and  reflects  the  use  now  being  made  of  the  new  sewers  provided 
in  Ringwood,  Bransgore  and  Thorneyhill  and  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

Works  to  the  Clockhouse  Stream  (the  Bransgore  Surface  Water  Drain¬ 
age  Scheme)  continued  throughout  the  year.  These  are  being  carried  out 
by  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority  on  behalf  of  this  Council  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £25,078,  and  commenced  late  in  1968. 

A  meeting  of  officers  and  County  Council  officials  was  held  regarding  a 
joint  scheme,  to  which  this  Council  has  already  agreed  in  principle,  to 
deal  with  the  long  term  problem  arising  from  the  lack  of  adequate  surface 
water  drainage  in  the  North  Poulner,  Hangersley,  Eastfield  Lane  and 
Crow  areas  of  Ringwood,  where  extensive  residential  development  is 
already  taking  place  or  will  take  place  in  the  future.  Currently  no  serious 
problem  exists  with  the  present  phased  development,  the  most  immediate 
being  that  of  highway  water,  particularly  from  the  second  carriageway  to 
be  provided  up  Poulner  Hill,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  County  Council 
would  press  the  Ministry  of  Transport  to  formulate  proposals  for  dealing 
with  the  Trunk  Road  drainage,  and  that  these  should  include  provision 
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for  surface  water  drainage  arising  from  the  known  housing  development 
on  the  eastern  side  of  Ringwood. 

Negotiations  are  taking  place  with  the  County  Council  regarding  their 
contribution  to  the  proposed  improvement  of  Sweatfords  Water,  Fording- 
bridge,  for  which  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority  has  produced  a 
scheme  estimated  to  cost  £4,718,  and  which  this  Council  has  approved  in 
principle.  This  will  deal  with  the  length  of  water  above  the  “main  river” 
which  lies  between  Moxham  Mill  and  the  disused  railway  line,  includes 
land  proposed  for  development  in  the  Fordingbridge  Township  Plan  and 
will  alleviate  present  flooding. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  provides  a  collection  of  all  household  refuse  weekly  in  the 
Parish  of  Ringwood  and  the  Lighting  Area  of  Fordingbridge,  and  fort¬ 
nightly  in  all  other  areas.  Dustbins  are  collected  from  within  the  curtilage 
of  premises  where  the  occupants  produce  a  doctor’s  certificate  of  incapac¬ 
ity;  in  all  other  cases  receptacles  are  required  to  be  placed  outside  prem¬ 
ises  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  roadway  along  which  the  freighter 
proceeds.  A  request  from  the  Trades’  Council  that  the  Council  change 
to  the  disposable  paper  bag  system  of  collection  was  not  acceded  to. 

An  Interim  Study  Report  was  received  from  the  Working  Party  on 
Refuse  Disposal  in  South-east  Dorset,  Bournemouth  and  South-west 
Hampshire  concerning  the  present  state  and  future  problems  of  disposal 
in  the  areas  concerned,  with  a  request  for  the  Council’s  observations  in 
general  and  with  particular  reference  to  the  short-term  disposal  problem. 
This  Council  is  experiencing  no  difficulties  but  Bournemouth  Corporation 
and  Christchurch  Borough  are  urgently  seeking  disposal  sites  within  the 
District. 

It  was  agreed  in  principle  that  that  part  of  the  old  Refuse  Dump  at 
Ashley  on  the  south  side  of  Trunk  Road  A.31,  comprising  3.1  acres, 
should  be  offered  for  sale  to  a  Development  Company,  on  terms  to  be 
agreed. 

69,833  cubic  yards  of  refuse  was  collected  throughout  the  District  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Dump  at  Verwood  Road,  Somerley.  The  refuse 
collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of  53,272  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  52,484  in  1968  and  48,349  in  1967.

Salvage  decreased  slightly  in  bulk  but,  owing  to  a  lOs.Od.  per  ton  price 
increase  for  rags  and  waste  paper  in  April,  realised  a  total  of  £78 1.7s. Id., 
compared  with  £602.5s.5d.  in  1968.  No  men  are  specially  detailed  for 
this  work  however,  baling  and  sorting  being  carried  out  in  spare  periods 
after  collection  rounds  are  completed,  and  there  would  be  no  financial 
advantage  if  the  service  were  discontinued.  A  further  £326.6s.0d.  was 
received  from  tradesmen  for  special  collections  of  cardboard  cartons, 
wrapping  paper  etc.  The  sum  of  £48  was  paid  to  26  workmen  under 
the  present  incentive  bonus  scheme.

The  cost  of  cleansing  these  roads  (some  £4,000)  was  reimbursed  by 
the  County  Council.  A  decision  is  still  awaited  from  the  Ministry,  who 
were  asked  to  arbitrate  in  a  dispute  between  this  Council  and  the  County 
Council  regarding  payment  for  street  cleansing  during  April,  May  and 
June  1968,  which  was  withheld  by  the  County  for  economic  reasons. 
Litter 

The  Council  operates  a  full-time  litter  collection  service  which  besides 
the  emptying  of  receptacles  includes  picking-up  litter  dumped  on  verges 
and  picnic  spots;  46  receptacles  are  sited  throughout  the  District.  A 
contribution  at  the  rate  of  £11.5s.0d.  per  week  in  the  summer  months  and 
£2.5s.0d.  per  week  in  the  winter  is  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect 
of  collections  at  lay-byes  etc. 

The  Council  co-operated  with  the  “Keep  Britain  Tidy”  Group  and  ex¬ 
hibited  posters  within  the  District,  at  a  cost  of  £36.7s.0d.

In  October  the  National  Joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities’  Services 
(Manual  Workers)  announced  that  they  had  provided  a  re-structuring  of 
the  wage  groups  with  the  objects  of  achieving  greater  flexibility  between 
and  within  the  groups,  including  changes  in  practices,  and  ensuring  that 
genuinely  higher  levels  of  skill  and  responsibility  were  properly  rewarded. 
This  process  was  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  job  evaluation,  which 
resulted  in  the  increase  of  group  differentials  from  5s.0d.  to  amounts 
varying  from  7s.0d.  to  13s.0d.  per  week. 

The  effect  of  the  new  rates,  which  were  effective  and  implemented  by 
the  Council  from  the  29th  September,  was  to  give  employees  basic  weekly 
increases  ranging  from  16s. 8d.  to  32s. 6d.,  according  to  the  nature  of  their 
duties. 

The  Council  accepted  in  principle  the  requirement  of  the  National 
Joint  Council  that  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  be  introduced  by  all  local 
authorities  by  1972;  it  was  agreed  that  redundancy  would  not  be  enter¬ 
tained,  apart  from  natural  wastage,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  a 
Special  Meeting  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  to 
be  held  early  in  1970.

During  the  year  3  Morris  vans,  each  of  10  cwts.  capacity,  were  pur¬ 
chased,  and  Commer  10  cwt.  and  Ford  5  cwt.  vans  disposed  of. 

All  vehicles  comply  with  those  requirements  of  the  Motor  Vehicles 
(Construction  and  Use)  Regulations,  1966,  which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  January,  1968.  However,  the  3  Fore  and  Aft  16/18  cu.  yd.  tippers, 
of  1958,  1959  and  1961  manufacture,  will  require  modification  before 
January,  1972  in  order  to  comply  with  the  remaining  requirements,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  one  of  these  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  50/60  cu.  yd. 
freighter  in  1969/70,  another  in  1970/71,  and  the  third  modified  and  used 
as  a  reserve;  also  that  the  10  cu.  yd.  Karrier  Bantam,  purchased  in  1961, 
should  be  replaced  by  a  similar  vehicle. 

The  Transport  Act,  1968,  which  comes  into  force  in  1970,  will  affect 
local  authorities,  when  Carriers’  Licensing  will  be  replaced  by  Operators’ 
Licensing,  and  the  Council  became  members  of  the  Freight  Transport 
Association  Ltd.,  as  it  was  considered  that  the  organisation  would  provide 
a  worthwhile  information  service. 

CAR  PARKS 

The  surfaced  park  at  The  Furlong,  Ringwood,  has  accommodation  for 
226  cars,  13  lorries  or  coaches  and  20  bicycles,  and  there  is  temporary 
accommodation  for  300  cars  on  the  3.8  acres  of  grassland  adjoining,  which 
the  Council  has  on  licence  from  the  County  Council;  two  attendants  are 
employed  on  Wednesdays.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Council  will  eventu¬ 
ally  be  able  to  purchase  the  greater  part  of  this  grassland,  when  the  A. 31 
Trunk  Road  proposals  are  finalised,  to  form  a  permanent  extension. 

A  Special  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  inspected  sites  on  the  southern  side  of  Ringwood  High  Street, 
and  it  was  agreed  to  press  the  County  Council  to  widen  Bickerley  Road  to 
24ft.  to  allow  for  longitudinal  parking,  in  which  event  this  Council  would 
be  prepared  to  make  a  contribution,  and  that  a  Planning  application  be 
made  in  respect  of  approximately  1.15  acres  of  land  in  the  rear  of  the 
Market  Place,  with  an  access  to  The  Bickerley,  whose  ten  different  owners 
are  prepared  to  negotiate;  this  land  is  shown  in  the  Draft  Town  Centre 
Plan  as  future  car  parking  space.  Negotiations  are  still  in  hand  with 
British  Rail  regarding  the  disused  railway  track  from  Ringwood  Station 
to  the  County  Boundary,  part  of  which  would  be  suitable  for  car  parking. 

At  Roundhill,  Fordingbridge,  accommodation  exists  for  165  cars  and  2 
coaches,  together  with  reserved  areas  for  motor-cycles  and  bicycles.  Nego¬ 
tiations  to  purchase  land  to  the  south  of  the  High  Street,  which  is  sche¬ 
duled  in  the  Township  Plan  for  car  parking,  continued. 
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PUBLIC  OFFICES 

A  tender  of  £947  was  accepted  for  the  construction  of  a  Strong  Room 
and  Store  in  the  Court  Room,  and  works  were  completed.  A  Sub- 
Committee  was  formed  to  consider  the  improvement  of  acoustic  qualities, 
repair  and  re-decoration  of  the  Council  Chamber,  any  works  proposed  to 
be  delayed  until  the  1970/71  financial  year. 

CATTLE  POUND 

Again  the  pound  was  not  used  during  the  year.  Prior  to  the  fencing  and 
gridding  of  the  main  Trunk  roads  through  the  Forest,  carried  out  in 
1964,  it  was  customary  for  up  to  200  animals  to  be  impounded  annually. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

An  approach  was  received  from  the  Ringwood  Parish  Council  regarding 
the  provision  of  conveniences  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Community  Centre; 
it  was  agreed  in  principle  to  erect  these  if  the  County  Council  would  either 
provide  a  site  or  make  a  contribution.  This  the  County  felt  unable  to 
do  and,  the  only  possible  site  appearing  to  be  the  Parish  Council’s  War 
Memorial  Park,  that  Council  was  asked  for  their  views,  which  are  still 
awaited. 

STREET  NAMING  AND  NUMBERING 

Numbering  or  re-numbering  was  carried  out  in  the  remainder  of  the 
Fordingbridge  lighting  area,  involving  18  streets;  2  new  estates  were 
numbered  and  4  existing  roads  re-numbered.  In  Ringwood  3  new  estates 
in  course  of  construction  were  numbered,  and  one  other  road.  Stony 
Lane,  Burton,  and  a  new  estate  at  Burton,  also  in  course  of  construction, 
were  numbered,  and  4  roads  at  St.  Leonards  re-numbered.

The  Council  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  petroleum  spirit,  mixtures,  etc. 
are  stored  or  carried  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Petroleum 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1928,  the  Petroleum  Spirit  (Motor  Vehicles,  etc.) 
Regulations,  the  Petroleum  (Mixtures)  Order,  1929  and  the  Petroleum 
Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Road)  Regulations,  1957. 

All  electrically  operated  petrol  pumps  and  installations  now  comply 
with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Model  Code  of  Principles  of 
Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  for  the  Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
issued  by  the  Home  Office  in  1957  and  revised  in  1968.  Two  applications 
were  received  to  instal  coin-operated  unattended  self-service  petrol  pumps, 
the  first  in  the  District,  which  were  agreed  subject  to  the  recommended 
licence  conditions  being  stringently  observed.

The  Council  has  power  to  relax  Regulations  in  certain  cases,  others  must 
be  referred  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government;  3  appli¬ 
cations  for  relaxation  regarding  structural  fire  precautions  to  roofs  were 
so  referred,  to  one  of  which  the  Council  objected,  but  all  were  approved 
by  the  Minister.  The  Council  approved  relaxation  in  3  cases,  regarding 
height  of  rooms  and  dimensions  of  cesspools,  and  refused  one  in  relation 
to  ventilation  of  a  room;  the  applicant  in  this  latter  case  appealed  to 
the  Minister  and  relaxation  was  allowed. 

NEW  STREET  BYELAWS 

7  plans  were  received  and  four  inspections  made  in  connection  with 
works  of  laying  out  new  streets. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS 

Meadow  Way,  Fairlie  and  Fairlie  Park,  Ringwood,  were  made  up  and 
taken  over  by  the  County  Council  as  highways  maintainable  at  the  public 
expense;  Eastfield  Court  and  Kings  Arms  Row,  Ringwood,  constructed 
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by  private  developers,  were  taken  over,  as  were  Mill  Court  and  part  of 
the  Burgate  Estate,  Fordingbridge,  also  privately  developed.  Works  are 
in  progress  on  further  roads  in  St.  Leonards,  following  the  completion  of 
sewer  laying  operations. 

FOOTPATHS 

Details  were  received  from  the  County  Council  of  a  new  procedure 
for  the  stopping  up  or  diversion  of  a  footpath  or  bridleway  where  a  Plan¬ 
ning  Consent  was  concerned;  applications  for  such  stopping  up  or  diver¬ 
sion  are  handled  initially  by  the  County  Planning  Officer,  who  will  consult 
the  County  Land  Agent,  who  will  in  turn  obtain  the  views  of  the  District 
and  Parish  Councils  and  other  interested  bodies. 

The  Council  raised  no  objection  to  the  extinguishment  of  a  short  length 
of  footpath  at  Picket  Hill,  Ringwood,  subject  to  there  being  reasonable 
access  from  the  A. 31  Trunk  Road  to  the  continuation  of  the  footpath 
into  the  Forest. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

Development  applications  are  received  by  my  Department,  which  also 
maintains  the  Planning  Register  and  Planning  Index  Maps.  Enquirers  are 
advised  on  Planning  matters  generally  and  inspections  made  on  behalf  of 
the  Planning  Authority,  to  whom  reports  are  furnished  on  known  contra¬ 
ventions. 

876  Planning  applications  were  received,  and  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
three  visits  and  inspections  made. 

A  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Commit¬ 
tee  consulted  with  the  County  Council  regarding  terms  of  reference  to 
be  applied  when  engaging  Consultants,  when  the  time  was  opportune,  to 
advise  the  Council  in  any  dealings  with  the  three  Development  Companies 
who  had  approached  them  with  comprehensive  re-development  proposals 
for  Ringwood  Town  Centre;  terms  of  reference  were  agreed,  also  that 
Consultants  should  be  engaged  and  preliminary  discussions  take  place. 
No  serious  objections  were  received  from  any  of  the  interested  bodies  in 
the  Town,  who  had  been  asked  to  submit  observations. 

Following  objections  to  the  proposed  new  road  through  The  Carvers 
Sports  Ground,  the  County  Planning  Committee  agreed  that  an  alternative 
which  avoided  this  Ground  and  provided  for  a  small  giratory  traffic 
system  off  Southampton  Road  should  be  substituted  in  the  Draft  Town 
Centre  Map.  Comments  were  called  for  by  the  County  Council  on  a 
Draft  Conservation  Area  plan  for  Ringwood,  and,  there  being  no  objec¬ 
tions,  the  Conservation  Area  was  formally  designated. 

The  County  Council  produced  another  revised  draft  Village  Plan  for 
Bransgore  together  with  policy  statements  for  Neacroft  and  Thorneyhill, 
and  a  Public  Meeting  was  held  in  the  village  at  which  this  Council  was 
represented.  The  Council  again  found  itself  in  opposition,  and  asked 
that  the  County  Development  Plan  Sub-Committee  meet  the  full  Public 
Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  for  discussion;  this  they  declined 
to  do  but  requested  the  Council’s  written  representations  and  observations. 
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The  Council  is  pressing  for  the  withdrawal  or  amendment  of  the  draft 
Plan  to  provide  for  the  population  originally  envisaged  in  the  1957  Plan, 
on  which  our  Sewerage  and  Surface  Water  Drainage  Schemes  were  based. 

LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  (HISTORIC  BUILDINGS) 

ACT,  1962 

An  application  for  a  Grant  in  respect  of  re-thatching  a  cottage  at  Rock- 
bourne  was  refused,  as  was  another  relating  to  works  of  repair  to  a  house 
at  Hale. 

One  visit  was  made. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS 

No  Statutory  action  was  taken.  2  Informal  Notices  were  served  and 
complied  with. 

Eleven  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

TRUNK  ROADS 

The  Ministry  of  Transport  notified  the  Council  that,  in  view  of  the 
substantial  objections  which  had  been  received  to  the  proposals  for  the 
Poulner  Lane  Diversion  of  the  A. 31  Trunk  Road  it  had  been  decided  to 
hold  a  Local  Public  Inquiry,  probably  early  in  1970.  Although  the 
Council  originally  lodged  objections  they  subsequently  withdrew  these 
and  decided  to  support  the  scheme,  reserving  the  right  to  object  to  certain 
details  thereof. 

The  Ringwood/Bournemouth  Spur  Road  was  completed  and  opened  to 
traffic  on  the  13th  June. 

The  County  Surveyor  was  requested  to  expedite  the  construction  of 
the  Fordingbridge  By-Pass,  and  replied  that  the  County  Roads  and  Bridges 
Committee  had  accorded  this  scheme  first  priority  in  Hampshire’s  list  of 
Principal  Road  Schemes,  but  it  would  have  to  compete  with  other  urgent 
schemes  throughout  the  country  in  the  Ministry  of  Transport’s  National 
Programme,  and  that  even  when  the  scheme  was  included  in  this  Pro¬ 
gramme  it  would  be  several  years  before  the  road  would  be  open  to  traffic 
because  of  time  taken  up  by  land  acquisition  and  other  procedures. 

ROAD  ACCIDENTS 

Quarterly  returns  on  road  accidents  were  received  from  the  Chief  Con¬ 
stable  of  Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight,  showing  a  total  of  194  injury 
accidents  and  297  casualties  (10  fatal)  in  this  Rural  District  for  the  year, 
compared  with  203  and  305  with  19  fatal  in  the  previous  year,  and  giving 
a  breakdown  of  causes,  vehicles  and  fatal  or  non-fatal  casualties  in  separate 
classes  of  road  users. 

BUS  SHELTERS 

It  was  agreed  to  provide  a  shelter  on  each  side  of  the  A. 31  Trunk  Road 
at  St.  Leonards  Hospital,  mainly  for  the  benefit  of  persons  visiting  patients, 
at  a  total  cost  of  £511.  15s.  0d.,  subject  to  the  Parish  Council  assuming 
responsibility  for  future  maintenance,  and  erection  was  completed. 

Thirteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
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HOUSING  SITES 

Development  consisting  of  four  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons 
at  Brookside  Road,  and  the  re-development  of  the  pre-fabricated  bungalow 
site  at  Derritt  Lane,  Bransgore,  by  the  erection  of  six  3-bedroomed  and 
four  2-bedroomed  houses  and  ten  garages,  for  which  a  tender  of  £45,237 
12s.  5d.  was  accepted,  and  where  work  commenced  late  in  1968,  was 
completed;  four  3-bedroomed  houses  on  the  “Northovers”  site  at  Damer- 
ham,  for  which  a  tender  of  £14,623  8s.  Od.  was  accepted,  were  also 
completed. 

A  tender  of  £104,767  14s.  8d.  was  accepted  and  work  commenced  in 
June  on  the  erection  of  fourteen  3-bedroomed  houses  with  five  garages  on 
the  Old  Bam  Site  and  ten  2-bedroomed  bungalows  with  five  garages  on 
the  old  pre-fabricated  bungalow  site  at  Manor  Road,  together  with  seven 
3-bedroomed  houses  with  seven  garages  on  the  old  pre-fabricated  bunga¬ 
low  site  at  Eastfield  Lane,  all  in  Ringwood. 

Tenders  of  £50,274  Os.  Od.  and  £59,679  10s.  3d.  were  accepted  for 
the  erection  of  twenty  aged  persons’  flats  in  five  blocks  of  four  on  .84  acres 
at  Albion  Road,  Fordingbridge,  forming  part  of  gardens  of  existing  dwell¬ 
ings,  and  for  the  erection  of  sixteen  3-bedroomed  dwellings  with  thirty- 
seven  garages  on  land  adjoning  the  existing  estate  at  Sandy  Plot,  Burton, 
respectively. 

Outline  Planning  approval  was  obtained  for  the  erection  of  eight  2- 
bedroomed  bungalows  and  four  3-bedroomed  houses  at  West  Park  Lane, 
Damerham,  on  a  site  where  negotiations  to  purchase  are  in  hand  and 
which  is  opposite  existing  Council  dwellings.  The  Council  acquired  by 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  2.7  acres  of  land  off  Hightown  Road,  Ring- 
wood,  which  had  outline  Planning  consent  for  twenty-nine  dwellings;  it 
was  later  decided  to  erect  thirty-three  dwellings,  to  include  eight  flats, 
and  negotiations  are  in  hand  with  the  Planning  Authority.  It  was  agreed 
that  representations  be  made  to  the  Planning  Authority  regarding  sites  in 
Bransgore  which  might  be  released  for  development  in  advance  of  the 
Village  Plan,  and  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  erecting  further  dwellings 
in  the  villages  of  Hale,  Effingham,  and  Breamore;  a  further  Planning 
application  was  made  on  a  site  in  Breamore  where  permission  had  been 
refused  in  1967  and  the  refusal  upheld  by  the  Minister  upon  appeal,  which 
was  again  refused,  and  a  Sub-Committee  was  formed  to  meet  County 
Planning  officials  to  discuss  the  question  of  Council  dwellings  in  villages 
in  general  and  in  these  three  villages  in  particular. 

The  Council  considered  the  purchase  of  a  site  at  Thorneyhill  offered 
for  sale,  but  did  not  proceed  as  Planning  permission  was  not  forthcoming. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

HOUSING  PROGRAMME

One  hundred  and  one  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  the 
maintenance  of  Council  Caravan  Sites. 

One  or  two  enquiries  were  received  from  tenants  interested  in  purchas¬ 
ing  the  dwellings  in  which  they  lived,  but  were  not  proceeded  with, 
mainly  owing  to  the  high  rates  of  interest  prevailing.  It  was  agreed  in 
principle  to  dispose  of  the  four  dwellings  which  adjoin  the  old  Refuse 
Dump  at  Ashley  to  a  Development  Company,  on  the  understanding  that 
the  price  would  be  sufficient  to  enable  four  replacement  dwellings  to  be 
provided. 

Tenders  amounting  to  £8,875.17s.0d.  were  accepted  for  external  paint¬ 
ing,  including  wall  treatment,  to  344  dwellings  and  12  garages.  Internal 
decorating  works  were  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £2,101.0s.0d.  to  95  dwellings 
occupied  by  aged  or  infirm  tenants;  the  existing  arrangements  whereby 
tenants  are  supplied  with  distemper  and  Ceilingite  in  order  to  carry  out 
their  own  decorations  were  continued.  A  tender  of  £3,250.0s.0d.  was 
accepted  for  electrical  installations  to  109  dwellings,  designed  to  bring 
these  up  to  the  minimum  standard  of  one  13  amp.  point  in  each  room 
and  a  cooker  control  panel  in  the  kitchen;  the  practice  of  checking  and 
improving  such  installations  upon  changes  of  tenancy  was  continued.  50 
“Alico”  or  “Unity”  ranges  were  replaced  by  open  fireplaces  as  part  of  the 
five-year  programme,  at  a  cost  of  £3,796.0s.0d;  196  have  now  been 
replaced  out  of  the  original  250.  A  further  20  immersion  heaters  were 
installed  at  tenants’  requests,  making  a  total  of  701,  a  charge  of  6d.  per 
week  being  made  to  the  tenant. 

Townsend  Lane,  Martin,  was  made  up  to  County  standards,  at  a  cost  of 
£2,005.9s.2d.  to  this  Council;  an  access  road  at  the  rear  of  St.  George’s 
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Cottages,  Martin,  was  provided  to  enable  tenants  to  erect  garages  in  their 
gardens,  and  a  contribution  of  £l,838.16s.8d.  made  to  the  County  Council 
in  respect  of  Private  Street  Works  carried  out  by  them  fronting  the  sixteen 
dwellings  at  Woolsbridge  Road,  St.  Leonards.  A  scheme  was  prepared 
for  the  provision  of  cattle  grids  to  keep  forest  ponies  from  the  estate  at 
Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  and  negotiations  are  in  hand  with  the  Forestry 
Commission,  who  have  an  interest.
